8. (original) A method of preventing or attenuating the progressive chronic inflammation and 
dcmyclination resulting from spinal cord injury, which comprises administering a therapeutically 
clTcctivc amount of beta interferon or an analogue thereof. 

9. (original) The method as recited in claim 8, wherein the beta interferon or analogue thereof 
is commercially available and is approved by the FDA for the treatment ofMS. 

1 0. (original) The method as recited in claim 9, wherein the beta interferon or analogue thereof 
is administered as prescribed for the treatment of MS.

22. (original) A method for repair and rescue of the neurologic function of the uninjured 
neuronal fiber tracts in chronic spinal cord injuries, which comprises administering a 
therapeutically effective amount of beta interferon or an analogue thereof. 

23. (original) The method as recited in claim 22, wherein the beta interferon or analogue thereof 
is commercially available and is approved by the FDA for the treatment of MS. 

24. (original) The method as recited in claim 23, wherein the beta interferon or analogue thereof 
is administered as prescribed for the treatment of MS.

23. (original) The method as recited in claim 22, wherein the beta interferon or analogue thereof 
is commercially available and is approved by the FDA for the treatment of MS.
